Hints  on  Growing  Daffodils 

Like  all  other  bulbs,  narcissi-daffodils  repay  us  for  giving 
them  the  proper  care  by  producing  more  and  better  flowers. 
Start  with  good  bulbs;  this  almost  guarantees  flowers  for  the 
first  year.  See  that  the  soil  is  well  prepared.  This  means  deep 
digging  and  plenty  of  plant  food,  especially  phosphates  and 
potash.  Early  planting  is  advisable.  September  is  the  best 
month  for  most  parts  of  the  country  Cover  the  tops  of  the 
bulbs  about  4  inches,  and  in  cold  climates  mulch  well  after 
the  ground  has  frozen.  It  is  a  mistake  to  leave  the  bulbs  too 
many  years  without  resetting  them.  They  become  crowded  and 
fail  to  bloom.  About  every  third  year,  dig  the  bulbs  when  the 
tops  have  ripened.  Store  in  a  cool,  airy  place  and  reset  in  the 
fall.  Never  move  the  bulbs  before  or  during  blooming  time  as 
it  will  injure  their  growth  very  severely.

SPRING  AND  AUTUMN  CROCUSES 


PROBABLY  because  they  produce  the  first  large  bright  show 
of  color  in  the  early  spring  the  Crocuses  possess  a  unique 
place  in  gardens.  Queerly  enough,  however,  few  people  realize 
the  wealth  of  loveliness  there  is  to  be  had  from  this  cheerful 
flower.  Our  plantings  of  the  early  spring  floweiung  species 
and  of  the  large  flowering  varieties  have  been  a  revelation  to 
many  flower  lovers. 

The  spring  flowering  species  are  the  earliest.  Seiberi  started 
the  season  this  year.  While  the  blossoms  of  these  species  are 
not  as  large  as  those  of  the  giant  varieties,  they  are  lovely  in 
detail  and  are  produced  in  the  greatest  abundance — as  if  each 
bulb  was  trying  to  outdo  its  neighbor  in  the  wealth  of  beauty 
it  could  produce. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  season,  but  never  before  have  we  seen 
the  giant  varieties  so  large  or  so  richly  colored.  It  seemed 
like  many  of  them  had  cups  nearly  as  large  as  tulip  blossoms. 

These  bulbs  could  be  used  in  a  multitude  of  ways  to  the 
great  enrichment  of  the  early  spring  garden.  Along  the  flower 
border  they  will  make  bright  color  almost  before  the  perennials 
are  out  of  the  ground.  Under  the  edge  of  trees  they  will  do 
splendidly.  In  the  grass  they  should  be  used  by  hundreds  and 
thousands,  especially  grass  that  is  partly  broken  with  trees  so 
the  growth  will  not  be  so  heavy  that  the  crocuses  will  be 
choked  out. 

They  like  a  good  loamy  soil  where  they  should  be  planted 
2  or  3  inches  deep.  If  they  are  to  be  left  in  the  ground  for 
several  years  do  not  put  them  too  thick  for  the  bulbs  increase 
mightily.  And  of  course  if  you  want  the  bulbs  to  do  well  the 
foliage  should  not  be  cut  before  it  has  become  yellow — that  is 
an  important  rule  for  all  bulbs.  Unless  otherwise  stated  the 
bulbs  we  supply  are  strictly  top  size.

They  blend  admirably  with 
the  flowers  and  new  growth  of  deciduous  shrubs  and 
small  trees.  For  this  purpose  we  recommend  the 
medium  or  “bedding  size"  bulbs.  This  size  i)roduces 
an  excellent  spike  that  will  stand  without  being 
staked  and  is  much  more  graceful  than  the  enormous 
spikes  from  the  ovei'-fed  top-size  bulbs. 

Hyacinths  are  easily  grown  out  of  doors.  Like  the 
rest  of  the  bulbs  they  should  have  a  reasonably  fer¬ 
tile  soil  with  good  drainage.  They  may  be  left  in  from 
year  to  year  unless  the  ground  is  kept  very  moist  all 
summer. 

Hyacinths  are  one  of  the  easiest  bulbs  to  force 
either  in  pots  of  soil  or  in  glasses  of  pure  water.  In 
either  case  they  must  have  a  good  root  growth  and 
the  buds  must  be  well  up  out  of  the  bulb  before  being 
brought  into  a  warm  place. 

We  can  supply  a  limited  quantity  of  larger  size 
bulbs,  17-18  cm.  This  size  is  especially  good  for 
forcing  in  water  or  soil  or  for  use  out  of  doors  when 
particularly  large  spikes  are  wanted. 

Each  year  we  try  out  a  great  many  varieties  in¬ 
cluding  many  new  sorts.  The  list  below  is  based  on 
this  experience.  They  are  all  good  varieties.

Culture  of  Tulips 

In  our  part  of  the  country  October  is  probably  the  best  time 
to  plant  tulips,  although  they  do  fairly  well  when  planted  as 
late  as  December.  In  the  South  planting  before  the  first  of 
November  is  not  advised.  Tulip  bulbs  need  cool  moist  growing 
conditions.  They  should  have  an  ample  supply  of  moisture 
from  the  time  they  are  planted  until  they  are  ripe.  Good  drain¬ 
age  is  more  necessary  for  tulips  than  many  of  the  othei  bulbs. 

While  a  great  part  of  the  size  of  the  blooms  is  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  bulbs  planted,  it  is  essential  that  the  bulbs 
be  provided  with  a  liberal  supply  of  plant  food.  Bone  meal  is 
always  recommended  but  we  prefer  a  well  balanced  plant  food 
such'  as  Vigoro.  If  manure  is  used  be  sure  it  is  well  rotted 
and  worked  carefully  all  through  the  soil.  Cover  the  bulbs 
about  4  inches  and  where  the  winters  are  severe  mulch  with 
straw  or  dry  leaves  after  the  ground  is  frozen.  Lift  the  bulbs 
every  year  when  the  leaves  are  turning  yellow.  Dry  carefully. 
Do  not  expose  the  bulbs  to  the  sun  or  wind.  In  the  fall  clean 
off  all  old  loose  skin,  roots,  etc.,  and  reset  again.

Where  these  two  splendid  flowers  can  be  grown  they  should 
be  an  important  part  of  the  planting.  Each  so-called  bulb  or 
root  will  make  a  nice  clump  of  perhaps  12  or  15  spikes.  The 
anemones  particularly  flower  over  a  long  period  in  the  late 
winter  and  early  spring.  They  will  live  'outdoors  though  the 
winter  without  any  great  difficulty  along  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Where  the  winters  are  more  severe  they  need  to  be  well  pro¬ 
tected  or  planted  in  the  early  spring.  They  can  be  planted  in 
pots  in  the  early  spring  and  be  slipped  out  of  pots  where  they 
are  wanted  in  the  garden  after  danger  of  freezing  is  past. 

The  best  method  of  starting  Anemones  and  Ranunculi  is  to 
place  the  roots  in  moist  sand  in  a  moderately  warm  place  until 
new  root  growth  starts,  then  plant  out  in  loose  sandy  soil, 
covering  about  2  inches  deep.  Make  sure  the  drainage  is  good. 
A  good  supply  of  plant  food  and  plenty  of  water  are  needed 
during  the  spring  to  produce  large  flowers.
